Illegal fish 
factory fined 
£ 60,000 


A CHARLTON company has been 
fined £60,000 for multiple food 
hygiene and health and safety 
breaches. 

Michael Adedpipe, the director of Ades 
Limited, appeared at Woolwich Crown 
Court last month where the judge warned 
that a repeat offence would result in a 


prison sentence for 
him. 

Mr Adepipe 

was fined for 

food hygiene and 
health and safety 
breaches, including 
the storage of 

mouldy fish and 
other food products 
unfit for human 

consumption. 
He was also 

found guilty of 
running an illegal 
fish processing 
business at one of 
his premises. 

The case followed 
the discovery of an unauthorised fish 
processing and packaging business 
operating in a run-down building in 
Charlton two years ago. Royal borough 
environmental health officers swooped 
on the business when it was found to 
be supplying products across Europe 

illegally and in very poor sanitary 


conditions. Officers condemned over 
3,580kg of food product as not safe for 
human consumption including mouldy 
fish found in a packaging room. 

Ades Limited were known to council 
officers as they had previous been fined for 
offences in 2012 including selling bags of 
rice contaminated by mice droppings. 

As well as the £60,000 fine, the company 
was ordered to pay costs of £2,195.31 as 
well as a victim impact order of £120. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the council’s cabinet 
member for community safety and 
environment said: “The royal borough 
welcomes punitive action being taken 
against businesses blithely ignoring the 
law even after formal warnings. We will 
continue to do all we can to protect the 
health of our residents through cracking 
down on such unsafe practices.”

THE countdown to the Royal Greenwich 
Tall Ships Festival 201 7 begun during the 
launch of the Royal Greenwich Festivals last 
Wednesday (May 1 1 ).

St George’s was built 
between 1863 and 1867 to 
serve the Royal Artillery 
in Woolwich and was 
designed in the style of 
an Early Christian-Italian 
Romanesque basilica. 

The church suffered 
significant damage after 
it was bombed in 1944, 
when the roof and many 
other key features were 
destroyed or damaged. In 
2015 work was undertaken 
to protect and secure the 
building. This involved 
installing a canopy roof 
to protect the surviving 
mosaics including a VC 
memorial of St George and 
the Dragon amongst other 


conservation work. 

This project, led by 
the Heritage of London 
Trust Operations Ltd, 
was funded with a grant 
from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund, and contributions 
from Historic England, 
the Royal Artillery 
Charitable Fund and 
others. 

A second phase of 
conservation work 

which will secure and 
protect fragile decorative 
features is currently 
in development and a 
local trust is forming to 
manage the site.

Latest figures show 
17.4% fall in crime 


THE COUNCIL has welcomed new 
figures showing a 17.4 per cent drop 
in crime rates for the royal borough. 

Figures for Greenwich also show a fall 
in household burglaries, with recorded 
incidents dropping by 35.7 per cent. 
However, incidents of violent crime with 
injury have increased by 5.7 per cent. 
While this is significantly below the 
London-wide increase of 20.2 per cent, 
tackling violent crime remains a top 
priority for both the royal borough and 
the local Metropolitan Police; it will be 


gang-related crime in the borough. It 
follows a successful year when the unit 
seized over £100,700 in cash and drugs 
with a street value of almost £50,000; 
officers made 214 arrests and 34 offensive 
weapons were taken off the streets. 

Over the last two years, the council 
has invested £675,000 to support victims 
of domestic violence and encourage 
perpetrators to seek help. The funding 
supports the work of the domestic 
violence intervention team (DVIT), a 
police unit based at Plumstead police 
station, which provides an emergency

the main focus of the Safer Greenwich 
Partnership (SGP) - a cross-agency 
group specialising in tackling crime, 
anti-social behaviour and substance 
misuse. 

The council also continues to support 
the Violent and Organised Crime Unit 
(VOCU) a police unit set up to target 


response and follow-up support. Funding 
is also given to the Greenwich Domestic 
Violence and Abuse Service to provide a 
telephone helpline for victims. 

The royal borough is also working 
closely with its partners to challenge 
some of the underlying factors behind 
violent crime especially among young 


people. The council and Metropolitan 
Police met with parents earlier this 
year to focus on how families can seek 
support and advice if they are worried 
about their son or daughter getting 
involved in violent crime. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for community safety 
and environment said: “The drop in 
crime illustrated by these recent figures 
is very encouraging. Residents will also 
be heartened to see a reduction in the 
number of residential burglaries being 
committed. 

“The increase in violent crime however, 
remains a serious concern. Tackling 
it will remain the highest priority for 
the Safer Greenwich Partnership along 
with bolstering the successful VOCU 
and Greenwich Domestic Violence and 
Abuse Service.” 

The stats are based on targets for seven 
categories of crime set four years ago by 
the Mayor of London Office for Policing 
and Crime (MOPAC).
